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Former soldier issues 
plea for an Armed 
Forces drop-in centre

A former soldier has called 
for a ‘drop-in centre’ to be 
opened in Barry for Vale 
Armed Forces’ veterans. 

Robert Adams (54), who was in the 
Royal Engineers and served in the UK, 
Germany and Northern Ireland, said he 
had been angry to see the Vale Council 
recently publicising an Armed Services 
Covenant meeting. 

“I think it is hypocrisy that the 
council signs up to the Covenant and we 
haven’t even got a drop-in centre for 
local veterans. 

“All we would need would be a 
couple of rooms - somewhere we could 
meet up one day a week, make tea or 
coffee, and have a speaker along to talk 
about a relevant issue like housing. 

“In England, there are local 
authorities that have signed the 
Covenant and they provide mini-buses, 
day trips and priority housing - you 
don’t see that in the Vale.” 

The Armed Forces Covenant is a 
promise from the nation that those who 
serve or have served in the Armed 
Forces, and their families, are treated 
fairly. 

Mr Adams estimates there could be 
around 1,300 to 1,500 former services 
personnel in the Vale - a fertile 
recruiting ground over the decades - 
and he t hi nks veterans should have a 
regular point of contact where they can 
discuss their experiences and find out 
what help is available. 

Mr Adams suffers from post 


traumatic stress disorder (PTSD), a 
neck injury, spinal problems, loss of 
hearing, and he suffered a bullet wound 
in Northern Ireland. 

When he wanted to return home to 
the Vale from the West Midlands four 
years ago, he says he was told by 
housing officials that he had little 
chance of getting a property. 

“Although I was originally from the 
Vale and had letters from the housing 
officer, a psychiatrist and a GP in 
Kidderminster, I was considered a low 
priority and given bronze status. 

“I moved in to private rented 
accommodation in Barry, thanks to a 
family friend. The council will find 
properties and provide support for 
refugees you can guarantee that. 

“The Vale Council should have staff 
who are pro-active and employed as 
outreach workers to make contact with 
veterans before they have breakdowns. 

“Many veterans are returning from 
Afghanistan, Iraq and Syria with 
PTSD.” 

GENERATIONS 

Mr Adams said he was speaking up, 
not just for the present generation of 
soldiers, but future ones - because he 
t hi nks that with the spread of ISIS our 
Armed Forces are likely to be involved 
in military conflicts again in the future. 

In 2012, a Healthcare Inspectorate 
Wales report looked into the health care 
received by veterans in Wales, and 
among the contributors was a Vale 
veteran who said he would like to see a 
drop-in centre opened locally.

Parliament complain about plans to reduce 
MPs by 50, when it is plainly obvious the 
figure should be more than the 50 
recommended? 

I have no doubt that should this be passed 
in Parliament, the Welsh Assembly will 
demand more AMs for the Senedd.

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Barry man 
pleads guilty to 
sex assaults

A YOUNG woman 
who was sexually 
attacked on two 
occasions, later told 
the police she 
continually cried 
and at one time 
believed she was 
going to be raped, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Supermarket worker 
Joshua Perry (25) of 
Goodwick Close, Barry, 
pleaded guilty to two 
charges of sexual assault. 

He received a 
community order for 
three years, involving 
150 hours unpaid work. 

He was also directed 
to take part in a sex 
offender group 

programme. 

Judge Christopher 
Vosper QC told him: “If 
you had not pleaded 
guilty, custody would 
have been the only 


option.” 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg 
said the attacks occurred 
in the Barry area. 

On one occasion. 
Perry tried to kiss the 
woman and she rebuffed 
him. 

He later approached 
her again and she 
“froze”, tensed up and 
was then assaulted, 
added Mr Trigg. 

On one occasion in 
June, he asked her for sex 
and she again refused. 

She pushed him away, 
using force, and he 
grabbed a breast, 
continued Mr Trigg. 

“Eventually, Perry got 
the message,” he said. 

In a frightened state 
she telephoned a friend, 
texted her boyfriend for 
help and later the police 
were called. 

When arrested. Perry 


tried to minimise what he 
had done. He was said to 
have previous 

convictions, including 
criminal damage, affray, 
battery and possessing 
cannabis with intent to 
supply. 

In a victim impact 
statement, the woman 
said: “I have been really 
affected by the situation 
and I thought he was 
going to rape me. I feel 
sick all the time now, and 
I feel a totally different 
person.” 

She added that she 
was continually breaking 
down, and didn’t wish to 
be alone. 

“I’m angry about what 
he did to me,” she added, 
and said her doctor had 
referred her for 
counselling. 

She also stated: “I 
can’t stop crying all the 


time”. 

Perry’s counsel, 
Matthew Roberts, said: 
“To his credit, he 
desisted once he knew he 
was not welcome. At the 
time, he had had an 
argument with his 
partner. He knows he 
could face an immediate 
prison sentence.” 

Mr Roberts said it was 
the first time Perry had 
committed such offences. 

Said the Judge: “It’s 
right to say that from the 
outset, you admitted 
what you had done.” 

He said the victim 
impact statement 

indicated the woman was 
plainly very distressed by 
what occurred. 

“She has been caused 
continuing problems,” he 
said. 

Perry was directed to 
register as a sex offender 
for five years.

‘Ten flats without parking 
is too many!’ - insists councillor 


PLANS to build 10 
flats in a Barry 
town centre 

location have been 
opposed by Plaid 
Cymru councillor 
Ian Johnson, who 
said the plans were 
an “over¬ 

development of the 
site”. 

Proposals for the old 
Midland Bank/HSBC at 
33 Holton Road, on the 
junction with Lombard 
Street, would see an 
extension to the rear of 
the current building and 
an extra floor being 
added. 

Eronting Holton 
Road, the plans would 
keep the current shop 
space. 

Opposing the plans at 
Barry Town Council’s 
September planning 
committee meeting, 
Coun Johnson 

explained: “I have no 
problem with the well- 
established principle that 


the upper floors of 
Holton Road shops 
should become town 
centre housing. 

“However, by adding 
an extra floor of housing 
and extending it as far 
back as possible to the 
lane behind, this is an 
over-development of the 
site which should be 
refused. 

“Ten flats without any 
parking spaces makes no 
sense in an over¬ 
crowded street. There is 
limited space for bins 
and recycling and 
cramming as much 
housing as possible 
facing onto Lombard 
Street will dominate the 
view.” 

Coun Johnson, who is 
also on the Vale Council, 
added: “The building 
owners should 

concentrate on keeping 
the rear parking area tidy 
and creating a 
sustainable town centre 
development from what 
is already a large 
building.”

The Vale Council has 
said it supports the 
‘Count Them In’ 
campaign, which calls on 
the UK Government to 
include specific 

questions relating to 
military personnel in the 
next UK Census. 

The charity Change 
Step, which offers 
‘veteran-to-veteran’ 
support over issues such 
as housing and mental 
health, has lobbied 
Parliament to help track 
down servicemen and 
women who may need 
help, but are falling 
through the net. 

David Ireland, of 
Change Step, told The 
GEM he had recently 
been to Westminster to 
appeal to MPs for 
information to be sent 
out to the general 
population asking 
whether they had ever 
been a member of the 
Armed Forces and what 
sort of help might they 
need. 

He said that since 
2015, he had had five 
referrals of people who 
needed help in the Barry 


area, but that there may 
be others. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “In 
2011, the council 
launched the first Armed 
Forces Covenant in 
Wales. In doing so, we 
committed ourselves to 
ensuring that those who 
serve, or have served in 
the Armed Forces, are in 
no way disadvantaged 
when accessing council 
services. 

“Further to this, we 
work to enable not just 
serving and former 
members of HM Armed 
Forces, but also their 
families, to easily access 
the help and support they 
are entitled to.” 

“As a result of this 
work, we are aware that 
there is some demand 
from the Armed Forces 
community for a service 
in line with that which 
Mr Adams describes. 

“This is why we are 
currently working with a 
number of other 
organisations, from both 
the public and voluntary 
sectors, to investigate 
whether such a service 
could be provided in the 
Vale.” 


he added: “Alun Cairns 
should be standing up 
for jobs and lower prices 
for consumers in the 
Vale - and not least 
shorter journeys - by 
unshackling Cardiff 
Airport. Instead, he’s 
bizarrely backing 
Bristol. 

“Cardiff Airport has 
been turned around 
since the Welsh Labour 
Government got 

involved and there are 
many more passengers 
travelling and routes 
opening up. 

“We should be 
backing that turnaround 
by giving Wales the 
power over APD, but 


instead the local Tory 
MP has blocked it.” 

Alun Cairns told The 
GEM that devolution of 
the tax to Labour in 
Wales could prove a 
risk. 

“I am delighted by the 
increased passenger 
numbers at Cardiff 
Airport, the expanded 
route availability, and 
predictions for 

continuing growth. 

“I will continue to 
work constructively 
with the management of 
the airport, aiming to 
secure further routes and 
add yet more economic 
value to the local area as 
well as Wales more 


widely. 

“On APD, it is 
interesting that many 
people make the 
assumption that the 
Labour Welsh 

Government would 
reduce the tax if it were 
devolved. Labour’s 
record of raising APD in 
government, however, 
tells a different story. 

“Devolution of the 
tax to Labour in Cardiff 
Bay could be a risk for 
Cardiff Airport. A 
Labour tax hike on plane 
journeys would harm 
routes and passenger 
numbers,” he added.

Mike continued: “We wanted to do 
something a bit more challenging than 
the standard fishing we were used to.” 

The men were able to charter a boat 
- Lady Jue 5 - with another keen 
fisherman Rob Rennie. 

Mike went on: “The adventure 
involved a trip out of Milford Haven 
marina on Saturday, August 13 at 6am 
in the morning. 

“On the day there were large swells 
and big waves so it was quite a slog to 
our destination.” 

On board were Mike, Greg, Rob, 
some friends keen to fish from the 
boat, and Dave Lewis and Paul Fenech 
who wanted to record the day for Sea 
Angler Magazine. 

Mike said: “We were heading for an 
area 35 miles off Milford Haven called 
the Celtic Deeps. It took us around two 
hours to get there.” 


Rob Rennie set the baits. Ryan 
Bowes hooked the first shark, 
followed by Brendan Geach and Paul 
Fenech. Philip Bowes caught the 
biggest blue shark on the day - 961bs. 

“Greg and I kitted up and then 
launched the kayaks.

RHOOSE

“I have consistently 
lodged objections during 
the consultation process of 
even the original 
submitted 235 houses, and 
park and ride for the green 
wedge at Cosmeston as 
being ill advised and 
misguided. 

“If these proposals are 
passed then we could see 
576 houses at Cosmeston 
to add to the already 
approved 350 houses in 
Sully.” 

Coun Mahoney said it 
would be chaos during the 
morning and afternoon 
drop-off and pick-up at a 
new primary school, and 
there would be large 
volumes of traffic 
travelling to the ‘park and 
ride’ site at Cosmeston 
Park. 

He pointed out that 
extra traffic volumes from 
the new houses being built 
in Barry also affected the 
area because people used 
Sully and Lavernock Road 
as a Dinas Powys bypass. 

He said the Labour 
Party appeared “hell bent 
on completely concreting 
over the whole of the 
eastern Vale despite the 
entire road infrastructure 
already grinding to a halt 
under existing traffic 
volumes”. 

He added: “Enough is 
Enough! Look elsewhere 
for other areas to share the 
housing burden it’s 
madness to keep building 
in the same places. 

“I once again publicly 
call for an independent 
enquiry into the fitness of 
purpose of the Vale 
planning department, 
whose main planning 
policy appears to be, 
identify a green field and 
shove a couple of hundred 
houses on it regardless of 
the consequences.” 

LDP CHANGES 
Lis Burnett of the Vale 
cabinet explained that the 
LDP was submitted to the 
Welsh Government earlier 
this year and the verdict of 
the appointed planning 
inspector was that some 
changes should be made. 

“One of these changes 
was the specific allocation 
of additional land for 
housing to provide 


certainty on where future 
housing growth would 
occur. Alongside this 
change, the overall 
dwelling supply figure has 
dropped from 10,452 to 
10,408. 

“The reason for this 
change is that the inspector 
has placed a greater 
reliance on the need for 
allocated sites and a lesser 
reliance on windfall (or 
unallocated growth) 
during the plan period. 

“In updating the plan 
the council has followed 
the advice of the planning 
inspector and Welsh 
Government, and that 
advice made clear that the 
focus should be on 
allocating sites in the 
south east of the Vale. We 
have adapted the LDP 
accordingly. This includes 
the addition of 341 houses 
to the Cosmeston Earm 
site. 

“It's all well and good 
for Coun Mahoney to be 
‘staggered’ but the council 
has had no option other 
than to follow the advice 
offered by the planning 
inspector. 

“Coun Mahoney 
suggests that other areas 
should share the 'housing 
burden' but this would be 
to ignore the inspector’s 
advice and guidance that 
allocations should be 
provided in areas of 
greatest housing need. 
The areas in greatest need 
are the towns of Barry and 
Penarth. 

“If Coun Mahoney had 
fully engaged with the 
process to date he would 
be aware of the 
controversy around this 
issue. However, it is not 
too late as he can still 
engage and make his 
views known to the 
inspector by following the 
advice provided on the 
council's website.” 

She added: “It is both 
unfair and totally 
unacceptable to criticise 
openly, one of the highest 
performing council 
planning departments in 
Wales, particularly when 
officers are merely 
following statutory 

process and independent 
advice.”

Victoria Square was 
consecrated. Two were 
destroyed by fire: in 
1926, the building was 
almost completely razed 
to the ground, being 
rebuilt and re-hallowed 
in 1928 with a new 
organ. But on March 
1941, the building was 
again burned down as a 
result of enemy action. 
After the war, the church 
was rebuilt and a new 
organ installed in 
September 1954. 

Even though the organ 
has been well 
maintained, recently it 
has failed to provide 
predictable and reliable 
performance. Among 
other faults, the electrical 
system is in urgent need 
of replacement. 

In addition to making 
applications for grant 
funding from a variety of 
sources, and an appeal 
for donations and 
requests for pipe 
sponsorship, all 

associated church 


organisations are being 
encouraged to become 
involved in fundraising 
activities.

Lost for words talk 
inspires Probus club 


ON September 13, 
Alan Badmington 
spoke to Dinas 
Powys Probus Club 
members about how 
growing up with a 
severe stammer had 
impacted on his life 
and later, on 
learning how to 
control it after 
attending an 

intensive course in 
self-belief and 
motivation. His talk 
was both poignant 
and humorous. 

Alan was unable to 
pronounce 19 of the 26 
letters of the alphabet 
with any confidence and 
so he planned ahead of 
any coming situation by 
having in his mind 
alternatives with which 
to start a conversation. 

He always carried 
with him a written note 
of his name, or a 
shopping list or 
destination on public 
transport, to give to 
others. He had no confi¬ 
dence in his ability to ask 
for help or directions and 
such like. 

When he realised that 
he had to face his fears, 
he applied to join the 
police force in 

Monmouthshire. He pre¬ 


planned on what he could 
or would say at the 
interview and was 
accepted. Although he 
achieved high grades in 
promotional tests, his 
stammer meant that he 
could not work on the 
streets and so was 
restricted to internal 
administration duties. 

However, he was a 
great success playing the 
role of Goldilocks in a 
police pantomime, 
where, because he was 
Goldilocks and not 
himself, he was stammer 
free for the whole 
performance. A strange 
phenomenon is that when 
singing, no-one 

stammers. 

In 2000, at his wife’s 
insistence, he attended a 
seminar at Hereford for 
people with his condition 
which emphasised self¬ 
belief as a means to 
overcome personal 
difficulties, and he 
followed this by signing 
up for an four-day course 
in Cardiff on the power 
of self-belief. 

The course is now 
known as the McGuire 
cure, and is recognised 
world-wide. On the third 
day, all the students were 
made to go out into 
Queen Street, to stand on 
a soap-box and talk to 
passers-by.

Further 
similar trips followed, 
including one in 
Australia where he won 
first prize in an open 
public speaking compet¬ 
ition. 

Alan concluded what 
had been truly 
inspirational talk about 
overcoming adversity by 
reciting one of his own 
poems entitled Comfort 
Zone.

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NEW TAX BILL, BREXIT, 

AND FOCUS ON BUSINESS 


T he First 
Minister, 
Carwyn Jones 
AM, presented the 
Welsh 
Government’s 
Programme for 
Government - 
Taking Wales 
Forward earlier this 
week to Assembly 
Members laying out 
our commitments, 
following the Fifth 
Assembly Elections 
in May. 

This follows his 
statement on our 
legislative programme 
presented in July, with 
the first new tax bill 
published last Monday to 
devolve stamp duty land 
tax to Wales and 
incorporate a robust tax 
avoidance scheme in 
Welsh Law. 

I welcomed the 
cabinet secretary for 
finance and local 
government, Mark 
Drakeford AM, to the 
Waterfront to see the 
impact of regeneration in 
Barry as a result of the 
partnership between the 
Welsh Government, Vale 
of Glamorgan Council 
and house builders, with 
the Welsh Government’s 
Help to Buy scheme 
making a huge difference 
to house buyers in Barry. 

The First Minister has 
been working through 
the summer - responding 
to the EU Referendum 
results with a statement 


last week outlining the 
actions he has taken, 
which include setting up 
an external advisory 
committee and a cabinet 
sub committee with 
teams of officials in 
Brussels and Wales. He 
has been clear about the 
vital importance of Wales 
having a strong voice in 
the Brexit negotiations, 
protecting our needs and 
interests. 

The interests of 
business were at the 
forefront of the 
announcement also made 
last week by Mark 
Drakeford AM, regarding 
the extension of our 
small business rates 
relief scheme to 2017/18, 
making it a permanent 
scheme from 2018. 

There are 3,544 
businesses in the Vale of 
Glamorgan who are 
liable to pay business 
rates (also known as non 
domestic rates) and many 
will benefit from this 
announcement. Business 
premises with a rateable 
value of up to £6,000 will 
receive 100 per cent 
relief and those with a 
rateable value between 
£6,001 and £12,000 will 
receive relief on a 
tapered basis from 100 
per cent to zero. 

Ken Skates, cabinet 
secretary for economy, 
infrastructure and skills 
joined the First Minister 
this week to announce a 
new £5m growth and 
prosperity fund to 
provide a business boost 
to support jobs and 
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growth in companies 
across Wales. 

The fund is part of a 
10-point business 

confidence plan split into 
two tranches, with £2m 
allocated for smaller 
projects with grants 
ranging from £5,000 to 
£25,000 and £3m for 
larger capital investment 
projects - with grants 
ranging from £50,000 up 
to £500,000. 

The message from 
Ken Skates is: “The fund 
is open to all SME 
businesses in Wales and 
the main aim is to create 
and safeguard jobs. 
Priority will be given to 
businesses looking to 
export, and to companies 
creating high value jobs 
above the Welsh national 
average wage.”

As well as supporting 
business in Wales, we 
have been working 
across the board to boost 
and improve our public 
services, including 
education, social services 
and our health service. 

However, there are 
many areas of policy 
which are not devolved 
to the Welsh 
Government - such as 
pensions. I would like to 
congratulate Barry 
resident Kay Clarke, who 
I welcomed to the 
Senedd last Friday, as 
part of the WASPI 
campaign (Women 
Against State Pension 
Inequality). Their case is 
powerful. 

Changes made to state 
pensions in the UK 
Government’s 2011 
Pension Act particularly 
impact on women born in 
the 1950s. There are 
many women who 
planned and saved for 
their retirement, who are 
now living on dwindling 
limited savings until they 
reach the new state 
pension age. 

Let me know if you

A Barry resident has 
condemned some dog 
owners for turning the 
Island’s pathways, 

promenade and the beach 
into a “dog toilet”. 

Dog owners shouldn’t be 
allowing dogs on the main Island 
beach until October because the 
ban extends until September 30. 

Rob Nesbitt said owners who 
fail to clear up properly after their 
dogs should be “photographed,

named and shamed”. 

Mr Nesbitt said: “The summer 
is over and the Vale’s dog toilet is 
now open - Barry Island beach 
and the surrounding walking areas 
that is. 

“Lazy, irresponsible dog 
owners arrive in droves with two 
or three, and sometimes four or 
five animals and the owners don't 
care as long as the faeces is not 
near their homes. 

“Faeces are left on the main 
beach, on the newly renovated 

business 


area, the promenade outside the 
Dolphin - let's face it, just about 
everywhere.” 

Mr Nesbitt said some owners 
pick up the dog’s mess, but then 
throw it into bushes or trees. He 
said bags in bushes is particularly 
prevalent on the Island walkway 
overlooking Jacksons Bay. 

He added: “Owners responsible 
should be photographed, named 
and shamed. It is time councillors 
got a grip of this problem and 
sorted it out.

“MORE must be 
done to support 
high streets in the 
Vale, following 
news that shop 
vacancy rates in 
Wales are on the 
rise,” says Welsh 
Conservative

Noting that a study by 
the Welsh Retail 
Consortium revealed 
that while visits to Welsh 
high streets are on the 


up, shop vacancy rates 
have risen to 11.9 per 
cent, from 11.0 per cent 
in April. Mr Davies said 
a number of issues, both 
local and national, had 
contributed to the 
problem - and it was 
“vital a proactive 
approach was taken to 
address it.” 

He pointed out that 
business rates cause 
huge pressures, and 
called on the Welsh 
Government to take 
action.

role in the local 
economy, and it is vital 
we do all we can to 
support them. In towns 
including Barry, 

Penarth, Cowbridge and 
Llantwit Major, small 
business owners and 
their staff work 
incredibly hard but the 
news that the number of 
empty shops is on up is 
deeply worrying. 

“One of the biggest 
financial strains on 
businesses is business 
rates, and the UK 
Government has brought 


in changes to support 
small businesses in 
England. The Welsh 
Government must now 
do the same, because 
Welsh businesses are at a 
competitive 
disadvantage. 

“This would be 
invaluable for the local 
economy, increasing 
employment 
opportunities in the Vale 
and allowing our high 
streets to survive and 
thrive.”

Astronomy corner: 

October’s night skies 


What’s up? 
MANY of us are 
familiar with the 
regular sightings of 
Mars, Venus, 
Jupiter and even 
Saturn in our night 
skies, but how 
many of us can lay 
claim to have 
spotted Mercury? 

This elusive planet 
orbits so close to the sun 
that opportunities for 
sighting it are very rare 
indeed. Mercury, the 
smallest planet in our 
solar system, swings to 
its greatest elongation 
from the sun on 
September 28 and 
presents a fine morning 
apparition over the 
Eastern horizon. 

On September 29, 60 
minutes before sunrise, 
it is easily identifiable 
from its location just 
above the left horn of

the crescent moon. It planet, however). 


remains visible as a pre¬ 
dawn object for the first 
two weeks of October, 
culminating in a very 
close proximity to 
Jupiter on October 11. 
Jupiter, by the way, is a 
fine sight through a 
standard pair of 
binoculars, particularly 
during night 
appearances. 

Look for the four 
Galilean moons strung 
out in a line to the left 
and right of the planet’s 
disc (one or two may be 
hidden behind the

Caseworkers work 
with GPs, hospitals and

Mrs Bickle (aged 85) 
from Bridgend said; “I’ve 
always stayed fit and 
active and until recently I 
regularly walked about 
four miles a day.

BRIDGET RETAINS 
HER CHARM THIRD 
TIME AROUND..! 


B ritain does 

a neat line in 
literary 

phenomenons - 
there’s Harry 
Potter of course, 
and going back into 
the annals of time, 
JRR Tolkien’s Lord 
of the Rings; one of 
the biggest was 
Helen Fielding’s 
Bridget Jones 
books and, 
unsurprisingly, 
much like the 
aforementioned 
stories, they found 
themselves reaching 
the big screen, 
starring Rene 
Zellweger as the 
titular character. 

Twelve years after 
the slightly 
disappointing Edge of 
Reason, Bridget is back 
in Bridget Jones’ Baby, 
helmed by the first 
film’s director Sharon 
Maguire. 

Bridget (again 
played by Zellweger) is 
single and focusing on 
her career, but that 
focus is soon shifted 
when she falls 
pregnant. 

The only snafu is 
that she isn’t sure who 
the father is - it could 
be her ex, Mark (Colin 
Firth), or it could be 
Jack (Patrick 
Dempsey)? With 
impending motherhood 
and the struggle of 
balancing two 
expectant fathers, will 
Bridget be able to 
cope? 

When Bridget Jones’ 
Baby opens with 
Bridget, sat cross- 
legged on her settee 
with a cupcake with a 
candle in it, lamenting 
a rubbish birthday to 
the strains of ‘All By 
Myself’, you get the 
horrible suspicion that 
this third outing may 
be a photocopied 
rehash of the first and 
second films. 

However, once 
Bridget changes the 
music to House of 
Pain’s ‘Jump Around’ 
it’s a symbolic 
statement that ... Baby 
isn’t here to simply 
show the greatest hits 
of the series so far in a 
new decade; and while 
it may occasionally 
resort to memories of 
past films, by and large 
this is a satisfying and 
pleasurable update on 
the (mis)adventures of 
an older, not 
necessarily wiser 
Bridget. 

It may be 12 years 
since Renee Zellweger 


last slipped into 
Bridget’s big pants, but 
the time away hasn’t 
dulled the actress’ 
ability to bring her to 
life. Zellweger has had 
a quiet few years film- 
wise, but as a 
performer very rarely 
delivers a weak turn - 
and so it goes here. 

Hurdling into her 
40 s as everyone around 
her seems to be 
married and expecting 
children, Bridget feels 
that the clock that 
seemed to be ticking 
way back when she 
first opened her Diary 
is now ready to go off. 

Zellweger hits her 
stride with a pleasingly 
enjoyable performance 
that sees Bridget 
attempt to shake off 
those blues with her 
friend, the wonderfully 
frank Miranda (played 
with no end of glee by 
the superb Sarah 
Solemani). 

What follows is a 
trip to a music festival 
(featuring a rather 
shoehorned-in cameo 
by a certain ginger¬ 
haired singer) and the 
chance for Bridget to 
get her groove back on 
as she meets charming 
American Jack (a 
rather bland Patrick 
Dempsey). 

Renewed, she then 
ends up succumbing to 
the stilted charms of 
Colin Firth’s Mark, 
before discovering that 
she’s pregnant and 
doesn’t know who the 
father is. 

What follows is the 
comedy of emotional 
and physical errors that 
have a certain 
resonance from the 
films of the past - the 
Jack/Mark duel for 
Bridget’s affections 
apes, but pales, the 
similar triangle 
involving Jack and 
Hugh Grant’s (sadly- 
missed) Daniel - but 
also updates for the 
new decade. 

Certainly some of 
the elements clunk a 
little (Bridget’s job is 
under threat from a 
new boss who wants 
the new channel she 
works for to dumb 
down, Mark is 
defending a Pussy 
Riot-like band who 
demand free speech) 
but there are some fine 
set-pieces and some 
really sparky lines; 
that, along with a love 
for these characters, 
shakes off a great deal 
of the elements that 
don’t quite work. 

While Zellweger 
excels in the title role, 
Colin Firth’s stiff-

upper-lip gets an airing 
as he revisits the 
character of Mark, and 
their chemistry is as 
engaging as ever, while 
Emma Thompson 
comes close to stealing 
the film as Bridget’s 
doctor, her series of 
one-liners easily raising 
the biggest laughs to be 
had. 

But the key 
ingredient here feels 
like the return of 
Sharon Maguire to the 
director’s chair. Having 
missed out on The 
Edge of Reason, 
Maguire gives a great 
deal of energy and 
charm to the film, and 
knows exactly when to 


raise the emotional 
stakes and when to let 
the jokes drive the film. 

Bridget Jones ’ Baby 
shouldn’t work - after 
all it’s 12 years since 
the last one, its premise 
hangs on a slightly- 
cliched plot hook, and 
yet it dazzles you with 
its charm and 
likeability throughout. 

It’s not going to 
linger any longer than 
you let it, but seeing 
Bridget Jones again 
after all these years is 
like seeing an old 
friend for the first time 
in several years - 
you’re more than 
happy they’re back on 
the scene. 

VERDICT: A 
likeable film that sees 
its charm propel it 
through the smallest of 
bumps, Bridget Jones’ 
Baby is a pleasing film 
that works, thanks to 
the satisfying 
performances of the 
likes of Rene 
Zellweger and Colin 
Firth (with nods to 
Sarah Solemani and 
Emma Thompson as 
well). 

The comedy is both 
touching and amusing 
and only the hardest 
hearts will find it 
anything less than 
delightful. Enjoyable.

Keith Morgan was 
joined by 15 members of 
his family at the 
charity’s Penarth hospice 
after his grandson Hywel 
made it through his 
training for the Royal 
Marine Corps. 

The 20-year-old, who 
is now a King’s Royal 
Marine Commando, has 
been in training for 32 
weeks, and his 
grandfather was initially 
planning to go to the 
parade having followed 
HyweTs training journey 
online. 


Outfits were planned 
and the special occasion 
is all he and wife Carol 
had spoken about for 
weeks, but following 
complications resulting 
from his terminal bowel 
cancer, which saw Mr 
Morgan admitted to the 


University of Wales 
Hospital in Cardiff, 
followed by his current 
stay at the hospice, he 
was unable to attend. 

However, it was 
important for Hywel that 
his grandfather see him 
in the uniform. 

Mr Morgan’s daughter 
and aunt to Hywel, 
Joanne Flower, of 
Porthcawl, said: “My 
mum spoke to the sister 
and told her as soon as 
Hywel passes out, he 
wants to come straight to 
see his grandfather in his 
uniform. 

“She asked if there 
was any way they could 
have a room.” 

But staff at the Marie 
Curie Hospice, which 
provides round-the-clock 
expert care and support. 


went one better and 
decided they would help 
bring the whole family 
together in celebration. 

Mr Morgan’s wife, 
Carol, said she had 
offered to pay for the 
food, but the charity 
would not accept any 
money for the gesture. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” 
she said. “It’s so kind 
and wonderful. Nothing 
is too much trouble for 
them.” 

“It’s a great 
achievement,” said a 
proud Mr Morgan, who 
is 71, and has been at 
the hospice for three 
weeks. 

“I was amazed when I 
heard they would be 
putting this on. I 
thought my kids had 
organised it, but they 


said it was all to do with 
Marie Curie.” 

Mrs Flower added: 
“They have just gone 
over and above what we 
expected, we were just 
so overwhelmed by the 
kindness.” 

Mr Morgan praised 
the charity and the 
hospice as a whole, 
describing his stay as 
“five star”, from the care 
received from the 
nurses, to the food and 
even the view from his 
bedside. He said he and 
Mrs Morgan are now 
getting support at the 
hospice to make 
arrangements for his 
return home. 

Hywel said he had 
found his training 
“challenging, but 
rewarding”, and added 


that he was amazed at 
what the hospice had 
done. He hopes to 
become a medic in the 
Royal Marine Corps. 

His mum, Melanie 
and dad, Lee, were both 
grateful for the 
opportunity the hospice 
had given the family to 
express their pride in 
HyweTs achievement. 

The family is now 
getting on board with 
fundraising for the 
Cardiff and Vale 
Hospice, with fellow 
grandson Jake Flower 
(17) getting ready to run 
the Cardiff Half 
Marathon in aid of the 
facility, which has given 
tremendous care and 
support to both Mr 
Morgan and to them as 
relatives.

The Prince’s Countryside 
Fund gives £600k boost 
to the rural communities

Submissions opened on 
Monday, September 19 and close 
on Thursday, October 13. 

Applicants can visit 
www.princescountrysidefund/gra 
ntprogramme to check their 
eligibility and find out how to 
apply. 

Perhaps reflecting the growing 
need in rural communities, the 
fund released its greatest number 
of grants to date earlier this year 
with 21 projects funded. Since 
being founded by HRH The 
Prince of Wales in 2010, the fund 
has distributed more than £7 
million to 182 projects across the 
UK, helping more than 200,000 
people. 

Clare Crookenden, grants 
manager for The Prince’s 
Countryside Fund, said: “Since 
2010 our grant programme has 
provided a vital boost to people 
and grassroot organisations who 


are working hard to protect and 
enhance the countryside. We’ve 
been able to support innovative 
and diverse projects, ranging 
from inspiring young people to 
develop their skills and pursue a 
rural career to strengthening rural 
businesses who have been hit 
hard in recent years.

SAYS WELSH TORY LEADER 

WELSH Conservative leader Andrew 
R T Davies has welcomed the news that 
the UK Government will be pressing 
ahead with the development of Hinkley 
Point C. 

“We welcome news that the construction of 
the first nuclear power station in a generation has 
been given the green light.

VOLUNTEERS 
from Soroptimist

Beachwatch Big

Every item collected 
is recorded so that the 
main sources of litter 
can be identified.

Although disapp¬ 
ointing to still so many 
non-environ-mentally 
friendly products on 
what, initially, appeared 
to be a pristine stretch of 
sand, they were pleased 
to note that the number 
of items surveyed is 
decreasing each year. 

One of the main 
improvements is the 
amount of cotton wool 
bud sticks collected, at 
one time as many as a 
thousand but now less, 
than 20. This improve¬ 
ment is due to better 
screening at sewage 
disposal plants. 

MCS will use the 
survey results from this 
and the hundreds of 
other surveys that were 
carried out over the 
weekend, to tackle the 
sources of beach litter at 
national and internat¬ 
ional levels.

SUCCESSFUL YEAR AS... 

Questions raised over 
£]m ‘air-link’ subsidy 


CARDIFF 
AIRPORT has 
enjoyed a success¬ 
ful year. 

According to a report 
from the airport in June, 
passenger numbers are 
up 26 per cent for the 
rolling year to just over 
1.27 million, the largest 
increase since 2009- 
2010. 

This was helped by 
Flybe increasing its route 
network from four to 16 
destinations and added 
special ‘football flights’ 
to Bordeaux, Toulouse 
and Paris for key Euro 
2016 matches. 

According to the 
airport, the 26 per cent 
increase in passenger 
numbers for the rolling 
year brings passenger 
numbers to just over 
1,270 million, the largest 
increase since 2009- 
2010. 

However, while the 
airport is a success, a 
Freedom of Information 
(Fol) request by Welsh

Conservatives revealed 
the growing cost of the 
‘north-south air link’ 
between Cardiff and 
Anglesey. 

The route, subsidised 
by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment, is a legacy of the 
Fabour-Plaid coalition 
during the third assem¬ 
bly, when it was set up by 
former Deputy First 
Minister leuan Wyn 
Jones. 

The Conservatives’ 
Fol request revealed that 
the route has absorbed 
millions of pounds since 
it was established - 
despite being used by 
fewer than 10,000 
passengers a year. 

It had also revealed 
that in 2015-16, the 
subsidy rose to £109.53 
per passenger from 
£86.07 (an increase of 27 
per cent) with passenger 
numbers rising by 2.6 per 
cent over the same 
period. 


The total subsidy 
given in 2014-15 was 
£838,040.31, and the 
amount paid totalled 
£1,094,216.39. There 
was a rise in passenger 
numbers of 253 to 9,990. 

Shadow cabinet 
secretary for economy 
and transport, Russell 
George, said: “The 
amount of money being 
thrown at this service is 
starting to raise serious 
questions, not least 
because passenger 
growth is being steadily 
outstripped by the rising 
cost of the subsidy. 

“Fast year the Welsh 
Government’s contrib¬ 
ution to the air link’s 
running costs was £110 
per person, which is 
more than the cost of a 
return ticket.” 

(The GEM checked on 
next-day flights and 
found the cheapest return 
flight to be £126.) 

Mr George said that 


the Welsh Government 
must undertake an urgent 
review of the service, 
including its cost and the 
route itself, to determine 
ways to make the service 
more cost-effective and 
viable in the long term. 

Countering these 
claims, a Welsh Govern¬ 
ment spokesperson said: 
‘‘We experienced an 
increase in cost for the 
‘intra-Wales air service’ 
as a result of the 
previous operator with¬ 
drawing from the route, 
with no notice, at the 
beginning of this year. 

“An interim contract 
was competitively pro¬ 
cured to ensure value 
for money was achieved 
and service continuity 
remained in place for 
passengers.” 

The GEM also app¬ 
roached Cardiff Airport 
for comment, but none 
was received before the 
newspaper went to press.

around 1300. 

The existing cathedral 
is the third one on the site 
and was started in 1079, 
after the existing Saxon 
cathedral was considered 
to be in too ruinous a 
state. 

The Norman or 
Romanesque architecture 
in the nave and south 
transept was very 
impressive. 

During the visit, they 
were shown the 14tti 
century shrine dedicated 
to St Thomas de 
Cantilupe, who died in 
1282 when he visited the 
Pope in Italy to appeal 
against his excommun¬ 
ication by John Peckham, 
Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury. 

The next monthly 
meeting will be held on 
Thursday, October 13 at 
2pm in The Old School, 
Sully.

THE Vale Council 
has begun 
consultation on the 
latest changes to its 
draft Local 
Development Plan, 
made following the 
recent public 
examination of the 
previous draft. 

The council is 
required to produce a 
Focal Development Plan 
which sets out the local 
authority’s vision, 
objectives, strategy and 
policies for managing 
development in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. The plan 
covers the years 2011 to 
2026. 

At the ‘Examination 
in Public’ undertaken 
earlier this year, an 
independent planning 
inspector, appointed by 
the Welsh Government, 
reviewed the council’s 
plan to ensure it was 
sound and met with the 
requirements of relevant 
legislation. 

As a result of this 
examination and the 


questions raised by the 
inspector, a number of 
changes have been 
made. These are known 
as ‘Matters Arising 
Changes’ and range 
from factual updates, to 
changes to wording, and 
new allocations for 
development. 

The council will be 
formally consulting on 
the changes until 
October 28 and would 
welcome comments 
from interested parties.

Warning that bovine TB 
^failure’ will ^cost trade 
deals with Europe’

WELSH Labour 
has been taken to 
task by the Tories 
over a failure to 
tackle bovine TB 
(bTB). 

The Conservatives 
quoted figures released 
by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment that showed 9,476 
cattle were slaughtered 
in Wales in the 12 
months to June 2016 
compared to 6,647 for 
the same period to June 
2015. 

Paul Davies, Shadow 
Rural Affairs Secretary, 
said: “Welsh Fabour’s 
vaccination programme 
has failed, with the 
number of cattle 
slaughtered in Wales up 
by 43 per cent in the 12 
months up to June. 

“These figures 
highlight Fabour’s 
spectacular failure to 
tackle bTB, and 
demonstrate the huge 
impact that this disease 
is having on rural 
communities and Welsh 
farming.” 

He said that his party 
had long called for a 
“comprehensive 
scientifically-led 
programme” of bTB 
eradication to tackle the 
disease because, he said: 
“It remains all too clear 
that vaccination alone 
will not work.” 

He called for action 
from the Welsh 
Government, saying that 
stringent cattle controls 
and additional 
biosecurity will not “cut 
the mustard on their 
own”. 

Just last week, the 
Farmers Union of Wales 
(FUW) told AMs that 
bTB will “cost (Wales) 
trade deals with Europe” 
and gave its weight to a 
call for a debate at the 
National Assembly on 
the eradication of bTB 
in cattle and wildlife. 

The motion was put 
forward by Plaid Cymru 
AM Simon Thomas, 
whose shadow brief 
includes energy, climate 
change and rural affairs, 
and was supported by 
AMs from other parties, 
including Mr Davies. 

FUW president Glyn 
Roberts urged all other 
AMs to “throw their 
support” behind the 
debate, and said that 
each AM must recognise 
the “catastrophic 
consequences” for 
future trade negotiations 
if the disease status in 
Welsh wildlife is not 
urgently addressed. 

He added: “This 
debate is an opportunity 
for cross-party co¬ 
operation on an issue 
which has significant 
emotional and financial 
implications for many 
farmers in Wales and we 
need the support of the 
whole Assembly to 
achieve a change in 
policy.” 

The FUW warned 
that current levels of 
bTB in Wales exceed 
what will be acceptable 
to other EU countries 
when the UK is outside 
the single market. 


It further cautioned 
that the current disease 
status has the potential 
to be a challenging 
negotiation tool, 
especially given the 
vacuum created by post 
vaccination failure. 

The GEM put Mr 
Davies’ comments to the 
FUW. 

Its spokeswoman, 
Anne Birkett, reported 
that a 2012 report by the 
Bovine Tuberculosis 
Subgroup of the EU 
Task Force for 
‘Monitoring Animal 
Disease Eradication’ 
details that the European 
Commission recognised 
the link between 
badgers and bTB 
transmission to cattle. 

She said: “In 2012, 
plans to cull badgers in 
the north Pembrokeshire 
‘Intensive Action Area’ 
(lAA) were scrapped in 
favour of a five-year 
badger vaccination pilot 
programme. 

“Since May 2010, 
cattle farmers within the 
lAA have endured 
additional, costly, cattle 
control measures which 
are over and above 
those implemented in 
the rest of Wales. These 
continued after the plan 
to cull badgers was 
abandoned.” 

Ms Birkett said that 
in December last year, 
the then-Deputy 
Minister announced that 
the fifth year of the 
badger vaccination trial 
could not be completed 
due to a global shortage 
of vaccine. 

This, she said, coup¬ 
led with a move from a 
cull of badgers to the 
vaccination programme 
meant that the 
eradication programme 
in Wales had lost 
momentum. 

“With this in mind,” 
said Ms Birkett, “and 
because of the failure to 
complete the lAA 
vaccination programme, 
the Welsh Government 
implements a badger 
culling policy at the 
earliest opportunity. 

“This is in line with 
official ministerial 
advice previously 
received by Welsh 
Government, and 
recognises that 
controlling the disease 
in both cattle and badger 
populations remains 
imperative to achieving 
bovine TB eradication 
in Wales.” 

The debate takes 
place on Wednesday, 28 
September. 

The GEM approached 
Lesley Griffiths, 

Minister for 
Agriculture, and Rural 
Affairs, but received no 
comment by the time the 
paper went to press. 


FOR the eight walkers 
who joined Clive from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers on the 
journey up to the 
Augustinian 
Llanthony Priory in 
the rugged, peaceful 
Vale of Ewyas where 
the landscape was 
blotted out by low 
mist and rain, there 
was a glimmer of hope 
that as per the 
weather forecast 
things would improve 
by lunch time, but it 
simply didn’t happen! 

Togged up against the 
weather, they set off 
though lush green 
meadows behind the 
extensive ruined priory 
and uphill into woodland 
on the Beacons Way for 
the gradual, but long 
climb, along a muddy 
fern-lined path to join 
Offa’s Dyke Path, which 
runs the entire length of 
Hatterrall Hill and marks 
the boundary between 
Wales and England. 

Crossing to the 
northeast side of the 
ridgeway where views 
normally stretch out over 
the fields of 
Herefordshire towards 
the delightful Golden 
Valley, the mist was just 
as bad on the English 
side of the hill as the 
Welsh. 

Following Offa’s 
Dyke Path southwards 
through the gloom and 
after meeting a group of 
ramblers from the Kent 
area on their way to Hay 
Bluff, an undefined 
pathway through thick 
heather led on past a 
stone grouse butt used on 
the Glorious Twelfth (of 
August) through to 
December as cover for 
shooting red grouse. 

Heading on through 
the cross dyke and 
beginning their descent 
of the southern spur of 
the hill, the cloud lifted 
slightly revealing sheep 
and low roadside 


meadows in the Honddu 
Valley below them. 

Steep slippery paths 
led them down to a hill 
overlooking Cwmyoy, 
torn in two from an 
ancient landslide where a 
stop was made for lunch 
in the shelter of a lovely 
old drystone wall as rain 
fell. 

Then entering fields a 
bridleway led them 
downhill beneath the 
steep sided Darren 
through the farms of 
Daren isaf and Daren 
ganol before a bridge 
over the pretty River 
Honddu led to some road 
walking. 

Re-entering fields past 
two friendly horses and 
crossing another 

footbridge over the 
Honddu, a series of huge 
meadows populated only 
with grazing sheep and 
red berries and acorns 
adorning the hawthorn 
and oak trees, led them 
back towards their start 
as the mist finally lifted 
enough to allow some 
views northwards 

through the beautiful 
Vale of Ewyas.

PENARTH Hockey Club’s second XI 
suffered a setback in their pursuit of 
further silverware in 2016-17, as a 
disappointing performance led to an early 
exit from the season’s cup competition in 
Swansea, but there was a notable 
landmark for the resurgent club as it 
fielded four senior sides for the first time 
in more than 20 years. 

PENARTH ‘A’ - WELSH CHALLENGE CUP 
(QUALIEYING ROUND) 

After losing in the final of the Challenge Cup last 
season, Penarth’s second XI were looking to go 
one step further this season, but first needed to 
overcome the now-familiar start-of-season hurdle 
posed by the multi-team qualifying competition 
in Swansea. 

The Vale side opened up against Cardiff & Met in 
their first game but, in an end-to-end encounter, it 
was Cardiff who struck first, capitalising on a 
breakaway to find a free man in the ‘D’. 

Penarth fought back to level before the interval, 
with increasing pressure eventually allowing Dave 
Kidby to apply the finishing touch to a nice passing 
move, but the Bears were to be guilty of missing 
further good chances and, as the game continued to 
feature goalmouth action at both ends, were made to 
pay when Cardiff & Met grabbed two second half 
goals to run out 3-1 winners. 

Although the late withdrawal of second scheduled 
opponent Abergavenny gave the disappointed 
Penarth players a lengthy break between games, it 
also removed an opportunity to put some points on 
the board and the Vale side eventually faced a strong 
Bridgend side knowing that they needed to win by 
two clear goals if they were to qualify for the cross¬ 
group play-off games that would determine who 
progressed to the semi-finals at the Welsh Institute of 
Sport later in the season. 

Unfortunately for the Bears, it was Bridgend who 
came out of the blocks the quicker and, having 
pressed Penarth hard enough to box them into their 
own half, the pressure eventually told as three quick- 
fire goals threatened to put the tie beyond doubt. 

It could have been 4-0 before the interval but for 
a magnificent ‘save’ by Mark Harris that denied 
Bridgend from the penalty spot, and the moment 


seemed to inspire the Vale side as they fought back 
in the second half. 

Goals from Phil Lane, with a beautiful reverse 
stick flick into the top comer, and Andrew Hornby, 
from the penalty spot after another of Lane’s efforts 
was illegally blocked on the line, appeared to give 
Penarth hope of at least a positive result, but the 
fightback fell short as Bridgend added a soft fourth 
goal with Penarth down to 10 men late in the game. 

The Bears will now need to show some 
‘bouncebackability’ to recover from these 
disappointing defeats before the league season 
begins if they are to mount a bid for back-to-back 
divisional titles and accompanying promotion. 

PENARTH 2, WHITCHURCH 2 
With the Welsh Trophy qualifiers and new league 
season just around the corner, Penarth’s senior 
side faced the toughest game of their pre-season 
as they welcomed a full-strength Whitchurch first 
XI squad to the ‘Bears Den’ at Stanwell School. 

However, with the second team taking a squad to 
their cup qualifier, the firsts had to rely on a bare XI 
to battle both their opponents and the sweltering 
weather conditions. 

Whitchurch made the better start, enjoying the 
lion’s share of possession in the opening exchanges, 
setting a high tempo while Penarth looked to 
conserve their energy stores for later in the game. 

Despite their better start, however, Whitchurch 
struggled to break down a resilient Penarth side 
showing plenty of discipline to keep their shape and 
structure.

ALTHOUGH Barry lost at 
unbeaten Llantrisant by 36 
points to 24, the scoreline does 
not truly reflect the 
improvement shown by Barry 
and had not the home team 
been gifted two tries from some 
poor refereeing decisions, may 
well have earned their first win 
of the season. 

The early minutes saw the home 
side attacking at every opportunity 
with the pace of their backline evident 
from the start.

One such attack left them with a 
scrum near the Barry line and it was 
the home scrum half who created the 
space for a try wide out to leave the 
score at 8-3 after 13 mi nutes. 

Barry again came back on the attack 
and more than once looked to have 
broken through only for the final pass 
not been taken or knocked on. 

They were to be rewarded as the 
home side conceded a penalty, kicked 
by Scott, to bring the game down to a 
two point deficit on 20 minutes. 

The next period saw attack and 
counter attack from both sides with 
chances at either end but resolute 
defence stopped the scoreboard 
moving until a further penalty for 
Llantrisant broke the deadlock. 

Further attacks were launched by 
the visitors as a clever chip from Scott 
created a chance short of the line but as 
Barry recycled the ball was knocked 
on. 

As the half drew to a close it was the 
home side who looked the more likely 
to score, but over-eagerness and good 
tackling kept them out. 

The Barry scrum was beginning to 
struggle and after being driven back 
the resultant maul saw the home side 
spread the ball at pace, with an element 
of crossing too, to score a try which 
gave them the lead at 16-6. 

There was still time for Barry to 
come back and such was the pressure 
they put the home side under they 
earned themselves two successful 
penalties which brought the score at 
half-time to 16-12, just rewards for the 
hard work they had put in in both 
attack and defence. 


Barry started the second period with 
some clever handling and threatened 
the visitors’ line but were unable to get 
the breakthrough and it was the home 
side who went further ahead from a 
penalty. 

Llantrisant saw this as their chance 
to put the game to bed. and with their 
scrum half running the game, scored 
another try from what appeared to be a 
forward pass and against the run of 
play to put them 24-12 in the lead. 

Problems increased for Barry when 
the struggling scrum was forced into 
conceding a penalty try which, with the 
conversion, left the score at 31-12 with 
still 20 minutes to go. 

Lesser teams may have given up at 
this stage but such is the character of 
this squad that they proceeded to attack 
from everywhere and had the home 
side on the back foot and defending 
desperately. 

Taking a scrum against the head on 
halfway, Barry moved to within yards 
of the line and from a catch and drive 
at the lineout, the ball found Evans to 
crash over for a well-deserved try wide 
out which went unconverted. 

However the joy was shortlived as a 
penalty to Llantrisant was taken 
quickly, yards from where the offence 
took place, which found the Barry 
defence out of position and led to an 
unconverted try and a lead of 36-17. 

Minutes later, with a Barry player 
about to cross for a well-worked try, 
the referee called play back for a 
previous infringement and awarded 
Barry a penalty just short of the line. 

Barry were not to be denied and the 
resultant scrum saw Barry drive over 
for Hollister to get the try, converted 
by Scott, to bring the score to 36-24. 

The final minutes belonged to Barry 
but try as they might they were unable 
to get that extra score which would 
have given them a bonus point which 
the performance richly deserved. 

This was Barry's best performance 
of the season to date and, but for being 
on the wrong end of some refereeing 
decisions, this could have been their 
first win of the season in the league. 

The squad must be applauded for 
their effort on the day, where at times 
they played some good attacking rugby 
matched with a resolute defence.
